m v i IT WILL INJURE THE TRADE 


OF SAN FRANCISCO. 


T hree Great R ailw ay M anagers Point 
O at H ow It w ill F orce the W est 
Out o f B usiness. 


!San Francisco Post December 24tli.] 
The merchants of San Francisco and of 
the whole State of California are vitally in­ 
terested in the action of Congress on the 
Reagan interstate commerce bil!. which, it 
is understood, will soon be favorably re­ 
ported by the committee that has it in 
charge, and the utmost anxiety is felt 
about the fate of the measure. It has been 
said by politicians that the bill was in­ 
tended to correct all the abuses which now 
exist in the management of railroads, and 
that it has been framed in the interest of 
those who do business with the railroads. 
This statement has not been allowed to 
pass unchallenged, and in this city the 
merchants and shippers who do the bulk 
of the business with the railroads are prac­ 
tically unanimous in declaring that the bill 
is a bad one, and that, if passed, instead of 
benefiting the class of men for whom the 
politicians pretend to be so solicitous, it 
would practically ruin them. 
Thet de­ 
clares that the bill is a measure to prevent 
railroads and shippers from conducting 
tbeir business on business principles, and 
by arbitrary laws to change the current of 
trade from its usual channels in favor of 
places which are geographically situated 
diradvantageously. As one gentleman said : 
“ It is an attempt to legislate Winnemucca, 
Nevada, to the mouth o; San Francisco 
bay. and such a scheme is not practicable.” 
The present agitation about the bill was 
caused by an interview with Senator Stan­ 
ford published in the Washington Tele- 
^rap-, in which the Senator declared that 
the bill, if passed, “ would have an injuri­ 
ous effect upon the Pacific coast." 
' 
For the purpose of ascertaining in what 
way the bill will injure this toast, a Post 
reporter called on Colonel C. F. Crocker, 
Vice-President of the Southern Pacific 
system. 
POOLING AN!I SHORT HAULS. 
“ You will notice," said Mr. Crocker, 
“ that the bill has not yet been reported 
from the committee, and' Senator Stanford 
is doubtless speaking from a knowledge of 
facts to which the public has not had ac­ 
cess. As we have not seen the bill as it now 
staads, it is not possible to discuss its dan­ 
gers in detail; but the broad principle laid 
down opposing pooling and prohibiting no 
higher charge for a abort haul than for a 
longer one, are of course open to discus- 
sicn. To deny the tight to charge more for 
a short haul than for a longer one is to 
m ake a law that will seriously injure San 
1 ancisco and the entire State." 
“ Why ?” 
• Because it is practically to discriminate 
lu favor of everything east and south of 
Par. Francisco, and there is nothing west 
of ran Francisco but Honolulu.' 
" How does it discriminate against San 
Francisco ?” 
“ Because points east of us will then have 
at. advantage, not only in time but in 
rates.'’ 
" Will you please illustrate in what way 
they will have such advantages?” 
Colonel Crocker turned to General Man­ 
ager Towne and Freight Manager Stubbs. 
w.Y. were present, and suggested that they 
give the reporter illustrations from their 
special departments. 
“ To begin with,” said Mr. Towne, “ all 
the merchants of San Francisco favor the 
very discrimination, as it is called, against 
wh.cb this bill is legislating. It was only 
a short time ago that the merchants of this 
city petitioned us to cease to give the same 
rates to Stockton, Sacramento, San Jose and 
Los Angeles that we give to San Francisco. 
They wanted us to make this city the only 
term inal point. We did not comply with 
their request. Practically these towns are 
situated the same as San Francisco, being 
reached by water communication.' 


A CASE IN POINT. 
“ It is a mistake to suppose that lower 
rates will follow the prohibition of higher 
rates for a short h au l," said Mr. Stubbs. 
•' I remember one case in point. The new 
Constitution of this State has a clause from 
toe Reacan bill in it. It was taken from 
tbe Reagan bill bodily, and put in the Con­ 
stitution. It prohibits discrimination in 
favor of any place. Before the Constitu­ 
tion passed we had a special low rate to 
Los Angeles, having to compete against the 
cost-t steamers. 
When the Constitution 
passed we raised the rate to the same figure 
as other places. We were forced to do this, 
or else reduce all other rates. Now what 
followed ? Why, the steamship company 
raised their rate, too. and Los Angeles has 
paid the increased rate ever since, and is 
paying it now. I'd like to see how Los 
Argeles or any other place was benefited 
by that.” 
' Tan Francisco is geographically situ­ 
ated to command the trade of the slope 
west of the territory tributary to Salt Lake,-' 
said Mr. Towne, “ and it would not be just 
to force trade out of its natural channels 
by an arbitrary law. which seek- to set 
a.:.lie the advantages that the Creator gave 
to the city, as this bii! would do if it fui- 
fu.ed the expectations of its framers. Bear 
ir. mind our situation. Measured by miles 
we are further from the great markets of 
the East and of the world than any other 
part of the United States. We lost the 
trade north of us when the Northern Pa­ 
cific was opened. Up to that time we com­ 
manded the trade of Portland. The through 
rate to Portland was the rate to San Fran­ 
cisco plus the local rate to Portland, so the 
Portland merchant, being unable to save 
any freight by importing direct from tbe 
East, preferred to make San Francisco his 
base of supplies. But the coming of tbe 
Korthern Pacific made the rate to Portland 
the same as to San Francisco, and naturally 
the Portland merchant wanted to save the 
expense of trans-shipment anA the loss of 
time, and so he got his goods direct. If our 
merchants wanted to compete with the 
Portland merchants for the trade of Oregon 
they have not only the difference in time 
to overcome but have to pay the freight 
from here to Portland extra. That leaves 
us with only the trade of this State, Nevada. 
Arizona and the back territory. 
If the 
Reagan bill should be carried out as its 
promoters believe it will be we should lose 
tbe trade of Nevada and Arizona com­ 
pletely.-’ 
AN A P r ILLUSTRATION. 
“ Please give me an illustration of that.” 
- Well," said Mr. Stubbs, “ let us take 
F.eno. Nev., for an illustration. Reno is a 
flourishing town, depending a good deal on 
tbe cattle trade, and its stores supply the 
surrounding country with goods which are 
marnlv procured from San Francisco mer­ 
chants. There is no object in their import­ 
ing direct, because they have to pay the 
freight to San Francisco and then tbe local 
freight from San Francisco to Reno. So it 
pavs them to deal in San Francisco, which 
is á nearer market than tbe East, and has 
alreadv seenred the trade- But tbe Reagan 
bill will change all that. The freight to 
Reno will then be the same as the freight to 
San Francisco, and besides saving time by 
dealing with the East, the Reno merchant 
will save the local tarift from San r ran- 
cisco to Reno, which he now pays, and the 
San Francisco merchant would either have 
to have a branch in Reno or give up the 
trade." 
• Would this not benefit the Reno con­ 
sumer ?” 
,. 
, 
“ Not at all,” replied Mr. ¡rtubbs; "for, 
in order to protect its local rates, the rail­ 
roads would have to raise its through rate, 
and it would cost the Reno merchant more 
freight to import direct from Chicago than 
it now does from San Francisco. Let us 
take another illustration : Tucson now gets 
it? foods from San Francisco, or at least a 
great portion of them. We understand the 


Arizona trade, and have secured it. But. 
under the Reagan bill. Tucson will save the 
local freight from San Francisco by import­ 
ing directly from the East, and that leaves 
San Francisco out in the cold. 
Why. the 
difference of only two bits a ton would 
take the trade from San Francisco and give 
it to New York." 


WILL NOT HELP RENO. 
“ But would not this enlarge the trade of 
Reno or Tucson by making those towns 
more of trade centers ?” 
“ Not at a ll: for. don't you see, that the 
same rule works against them. They may 
gain a little trade west of them, but they 
lose trade east of them. ' 
“ W hy?” 
“ Winnemucca is east of Reno, is it not? 
Well, Winnemucca wotiid be foolish to pay 
the haulage of goods from Reno, would it 
not, if it could save that expense by having 
them dropped at its own door? And the 
same rule applies all along the line. All 
will look to the East for supplies, and not 
in tbe West.” 
“ And why should they not always look 
to tbe nearest market ?” 
“ Only because the Creator gave San 
Francisco ocean competition to specially 
fuvor the city in the matter of freights. But 
this Reagan bill seeks to set that advantage 
aside by forbidding railroads to make any 
concession to the propinquity of water 
transportation.” 
- 
“ L nder this law San Francisco would be 
the worst situated city in the Union for 
trade," said Mr. Towne. “ You see, every­ 
thing is east of us. I should think that a 
proper title for the bill would be ‘A scheme 
to,place the railroad transportation of tbe 
United States in the hands of the Canada 
Pacific.’ If we are to be hampered by rules 
which force us to charge higher rates than 
we want to. it will put tbe trade in the 
hands of the Canada Pacific,which will not 
come under the operations of the United 
States law." 


TWO HORNS OF THE DILEMMA.' 
“ Our position will be this,” suggested 
Colonel Crocker. “ We will be forced to 
sacrifice either our local traffic or-our 
through traffic." 
“ How is that ?" 
“ If we are forced to a uniform rate we 
must make such a rate as will give us in­ 
come enough to pay our fixed charges and 
interest. Even the Reagan bill could not 
force us to operate at a Toss. I am speak­ 
ing of through business. If we keep the 
present rate on terminal points and give 
the same figure to interior points, our in­ 
come will fall oft so much that we will be 
forced to raise the rate on local business, 
which does not come under the provisions 
of the Act. To do this would cripple local 
industries which we are now nursingby 
special rates. Ou the other hand, if we 
make a higher rate on through business to 
terminal points to enable us to get a fair 
income from 
non-terminal 
points 
on 
through business, the steamship* lines will 
be relieved from our competition and 
can charge San 
Francisco 
what they 
please." 
■ 
“ Will not clipper freights, by competí- 
tion, keep the steamers down ?" 
“ No,” replied Mr. Stubbs. " Experience 
teaches that they do not. The best evi­ 
dence of that is that, before there was a 
railroad, steamer freights were higher than 
they have ever been since, and were un­ 
conscionably high. Clipper ships are all 
right for a certain line of staples that one 
can aiford to keep in large stocks, but they 
will not serve tor general merchandise that 
demands a time schedule that can be re­ 
lied upon, and at least a twenty day service 
from East to West.” 
“ Would you be more likely to sacrifice 
your through or local business in this 
dilemma ?” 
“ We would let through business go,” 
said Mr. Crocker, emphatically. 
“ You 
can estimate that at present it is only 25 
per cent, of our receipts, and the sum is 
steadily reducing with the increase of com­ 
petition, and it is not reasonable to suppjse 
that the company would sacrifice the inter­ 
ests of 75 per cent, to save the other 25. 
Yet, if we leave the through business to the 
steamship lines, it would be disastrous to 
San Francisco, which would then cease to 
be a first-class distributing point, and would 
have to depend on the supplying of its im­ 
mediate back territory, the same as a small 
country town. Yalues of real estate would 
go down quickly.” 


THE QUESTION OF POOLIN'!. 
Taking up the question of pooling, Mr 
Stubbs said : “ The concern of the trainers 
of the bill is stated to be to prevent dis­ 
crimination and to insure an equal service 
to all. Yet they propose to prohibit pool­ 
ing, which is the best, in fact the only de­ 
vice to prevent discrimination that has 
ever been suggested." 
“ How do you prove that statement ?” 
“ Pools keep rates uniform," ieplied Mr. 
Stubbs. “ No matter what the rate, it is 
the same to all. Freight wars are the oppo­ 
site to pools, and nothing tends to discrimi­ 
nate and disturb rates so much as a freight 
war." 
“ How ? ’ 
“ Well, take our own recent freight war 
as an illustration," said Mr. Towne. “ Dur­ 
ing the war freight ranged from $2 25 a 
hundred pounds to 40 cents, and scarcely 
two men got the same figures. Levi Strauss 
& Co. shipped a lot of goods early in the 
season, say at $2 25. A few days later 
Murphy, Grant it Co. got a rate of $1 50, 
and again a little later their trade rivals got 
a rate of 40 cents. That meant that the 
earlier shippers had to lose the difference 
between the high and the low rate, for they 
sold at the same price to tbe retailer.” 
" But. was not the consumer benefited?" 
“ I will answer that by asking what you 
saved on a suit of clothes, because the tailor 
had to pay 6) cents less freight on ten 
pounds of cloth ?” said Mr. Towne. “ But 
the freight imperceptible to you was a 
heavy loss to the importing merchant. 
Then, too, some man had a big lot of 
stuff te ship, and all the agents wanted 
to get 
his business. 
With no pool 
to restrict them they would bid lower 
and lower until they took them at a figure 
out of all proportion to the value of the 
service. 
His smaller competitor would 
suffer from that, bufe with a pool, the big 
and little shipper would be served just the 
same.” 
“ But the cutting shows that the roads 
charge far too high, as a general thing, does 
it not? No one believes that even in a 
freight war railroad companies carry things 
at a loss.” 
This is a common mistake. Railroads 
do carry goods at a loss on such occasions. 
It is impossible to say what the cost of a 
detached service is, but there is no doubt 
they do carry at a loss. You see, competi­ 
tion never comes ou all parts of the service 
at once. So oue branch pays the loses of 
the other during a war of rates. 


CANNOT SEGREGATE THE ITEMS. 
“ We run a train from San Francisco to 
New York, dropping freight all along the 
line. On our freight to New York, Chicago 
and other points we lose heavily, but the 
freight to Arizona and other points pays a 
profit. We cannot segregate every box and 
bale, and see what each oit of the service 
costs, but are forced to reckon on the ex­ 
pense and receipts of the whole train. Of 
course, we carry goods at a loss. We are 
often forced to do it to keep up the preatige 
of the road.’’ 
“ Is prestige an element of value to a 
road ?” 
“ Of course,” replied Mr. Stubbs ; “ and 
amost important factor in getting business, 
both passenger and freight. 'If two stores 
get into a close competition one may close 
its doors for a time if it pleases, rather than 
sell at a loss, but a railroad cannot. It dare 
not keep up rates and let trade leave it, be­ 
cause the trade once lost is sot to be recov­ 
eered when the war is over. Prestige is all 
important. It is the same as good-will in 
trade. Railroads spend thousands of dol­ 
lars to advertise their roads and give them 
prestige, and they cannot afford to give it 
to a rival and lose their supremacy. They 
pay large commissions to agents to drum 
up" trade, and depend upon the fame of 
their road and the graces of personal solic­ 
itation.” 
“ It is charged against pooling that it 
keeps up rates and deprives the consumer 
of tne benefits of competition.” 
“ That is not true, and the proof of its 


untruth is that rates have been lower since 
pools were formed than they were before,” 
said Mr. Stubbs. “ Any shipper can tell 
j you that. And. besides, there is the com­ 
I petition of steamship lines to keep down 
¡ rates to San Francisco, Portland. Los An- 
j geles and all coast points.’’ 


NATURAL FRICTION. 
“ But you have subsidized the steamship 
lines in the past to keep np rates." 
“ We are not doing that now. and if we 
were it would not keep rates above a fair 
figure. The ocean swarms with tramp 
steamers, ready to cut in whenever the 
rate charged by the regular line is too nigb. 
Then there is the natural friction among 
rival roads that is constantly wearing dow-n 
rates, even when a pool exists. The ten­ 
dency is always downward—never upward. 
The pools constantly revise their tariffs, 
and always cut them down. The reason is 
this: Each road has to foster a certain 
industry. California has its fruit indus­ 
try, and to help that we have cut rates 
time 
and 
time 
again, 
and 
I 
can 
tell 
you 
it has been hard work to 
get our Eastern connections to make a re­ 
duction. Another road has its cattle trade 
to take care of, and so on. You may be 
sure that if a low rate is necessary to en­ 
able goods to be moved, a railroad will 
always meet tbe emergency, pool or no 
pool. I feel sure that the time is coming 
when an enlightened public opinion will 
force Congress to legalize railroad pools and 
legislate for the enforcement of their pro­ 
visions. 
There is no stability without 
them, and without stability' the element of 
rise and fall in freights is added to the ordi­ 
nary risks of commerce.'’ 
“ If this Reagan bill becomes a law, the 
iralroads can possess themselves in pa­ 
tience,” said Mr. Crocker, “for before long 
the merchants and shippers of the country 
will demand its repeal. It would abso­ 
lutely paralyze trade.”

N ew Y o r k , December 24th.—The New­ 
port News and Mississippi Valley Com­ 
pany, of which C. P. Huntington is Presi­ 
dent, and which is the lessee of the Chesa­ 
peake and Ohio Railway, and of several 
other related roads, ha? made a contract 
with the Duke Steamship Company, whose 
principal offices are in London, by which 
there will soon be a regular weekly line of 
steamships plying between Newport News 
and Liverpool. Tbe Duke Company owns 
about sixty steamship? 
and the vessels 
which will form tbe Newport News line 
will be of from 3,000 to 5.900 tons burden. 
They will have first-class accommodation- 
for cabin and steerage passengers and for 
freight. The first steamer, the Westmin­ 
ster, left London on December 15th, and is 
expected to arrive at Newport News De­ 
cember 30th. For a short time the sched­ 
ule will be one steamer each waj between 
Liverpool and Newport News every other 
Saturday. 
As the summer approaches 
there will be a steamer each way every 
week. The new line expects to do a large 
freight business, and the railroads under 
control of the Newport News and Missis­ 
sippi Valley Company will be extended 
from Newport News, which is the port of 
entry, to Memphis and New Orleans and 
St. Louis and Chicago. Huntington claims 
that by no other way can thejcotton of Mem­ 
phis and Vicksburg, of 
Arkansas and 
Texas, and the tobacco of Virginia and 
Kentucky, so cheaply and quickly reach 
Great Britain. He expects to develop a 
latge export and import business of valu­ 
able cattle and horses between England and 
the Blue Grass region of Kentucky and 
Tennessee. He claims that his routes are 
the shortest between Chicago and Liver­ 
pool. and will soon become the most pop­ 
ular.

D es M o in es (Ia.), December 24th.—There 
is great excitement in Montezuma, Powes­ 
hiek county, over the discovery of a brutal 
murder committed by two colored people 
—A. J. Brown and Cloe Robinson—about 
four miles from that piace. The victim 
was a little boy six years old, a grandson of 
Brown, who had been staying with them. 
On Wednesday night the boy died, and the 
old man re] n r ted in town that he died 
from an unknown cause, but tbe suspicion 
of the neighbors was aroused and they 
investigated and found that he bad been 
flogged to death 
The Coroner - jury was 
summoned, and it has taken a large amount 
of testimony, showing that the child had 
been treated with inhuman cruelties by 
both of the guilty persons. The testimony 
shows that on the night he died the woman 
bad him suspended by the heels and beat 
him with a rope for thirty minutes, and 
subsequently the man Brown suspended 
him in a like manner and wore out half a 
dozen switches in beating him and then 
washed his wounds with salt and water. 
The child's offenses we-e trivial ia each 
instance. 
The man and woman were 
arrested and lodged in jail at Montezuma. 
Public indignation rut s high, and talk of 
lynching is freely heard.

Matthews. Home Secretary, whose resig­ 
nation was thought probable, says he is in 
perfect harmony with tbe Cabinet. No 
member of the Government, within or 
without the Cabinet, gives his adherence to 
Churchill. The Conservatives are taking 
courage. Many members of Conservative 
clubs are opposed to a coalition Ministry 
under Lord Hartington, and want a purely 
Tory Cabinet. 
The .87. James Gazette, reflecting upon 
this spirit, doubts the wisdom of making 
any appeal to Lord Hartington. and urges 
the Conservatives to close up their ranks, 
throw overboard all domestic legislation for 
a while, and go straight on with their re­ 
form policy. “ It will be fitting,” says the 
Gazette. “ for England to act with vigor and 
promptitude in the suppression of crime in 
Ireland, and leave the results to fortune."

A Mexican kitchen is a study, and to do 
i t and all its queer utensils justice would 
require a colutnu spa e. 
There are no 
cooking stoves in Mexico—except among 
foreign residents—nor even the fireplaces 
o f our grandm others jays. 
The native 
“ range” is of adobe—a sort of wide shelf 
bu ilt into the wall, about a foot high, 
w ithout pipes, of course, but with an open­ 
ing in the roof above which serves for a 
chim ney. Sometimes the lire is built of 
sticks on top of this shel f, or of charcoal in 
little hollows made at intervals in it, and 
occasionally it is used merely as a shelf 
upon which to set large earthen pots which 
contain the,charcoal Are, the sm aller cook­ 
ing vessels being placed within this pot. 
I n a good m any houses there is not even 
th is apology for a stove, the charcoal pots, 
placed upon the door, answering every 
purpose. 
VVHEBr. THE ADOBI RANGE IS USED. 
A sm all mud oven is generally built at one 
end of i t ; and often the oven is a detached 
affair, somewhere out of doors, resembling 
a great d ay bee-bive. These ovens are 
heated by building a fire inside of them 
u n til the adobe is red h o t: then raking out 
th e coals or embers, putting in whatever is 
to be baked and closing the entrance with 
a stone. 
Any housekeeper knows that 
cakes, pies, and m any other articles of food 
which enters largely into the American 
menu could not be baked in this fashion, 
w ith no way to regulate the heat of the 
oven, but—loitunately for Mexican cooks 
—those things are never attem pted here. 
There is very little wood in Mexico which 
a northern housewife would consider fit to 
b u rn —generally 
only 
the gnarled and 
tw isted branches of m ountain trees, which 
arc sold by weight, instead of our method 
o f m easurement. 
Economy in fuel being, 
therefore, the chief consideration, the char­ 
coal pots are most commonly used, and 
boiled or fried dishes are the rule. 
In the center of every kitchen stands its 
m ost im portant factor, 


TH E METATE. 
For tortilla-m aking. 
It is a flat stone, per­ 
haps three feet long by two wide, being 
raised at one end so ‘bat it inclines at an 
angle oí forty-five degrees. The turtilla- 
inuker kneels on the floor at the elevated 
end of the metate, and—the corn having 
been previously well soaked in weak lye, 
and still quite wet—she crushes it into 
paste with a stone rolling-pin, the m ixture 
gradually sliding down the inclined plane 
into a dish placed to receive it. 
W hen a 
quantity has thus been -.rushed it is roiled 
into balls and left until required. It is as­ 
tonishing what an amount of corn a family 
w ill consume in a day in the form of tor­ 
tillas—the Mexican 
staff of life.' 
W hen 
a meal is on the tapis the griddle is heated, 
o r a smooth, flat stone. Then the cook 
takes a lum p of the prepared corn paste 
and shapes it into thin, round cakes by­ 
w etting the hands and spatting the m ixture 
between them . The cakes are then baked 
brow n in a tw inkling—and as a substitute 
for bread one m ight go turther and fare a 
deal worse. 
If they were only salted a 
little, or leavened with soda, or if one had 
butter to eat upon them it would be a vast 
im provem ent. 
It is needless to say that 
butter is 
A S U P E R F L U O U S L U X U R Y 
V ery seldom indulged in here. One may 
gel it in tin cans imported from the North 
by paying from $1 to f 1 50 per pound, at 
one’s own risk of being able to eat it. 
T here being no ice in the country, nor even 
cellars in which to keep such ” perish­ 
able ” commodities, it is far better to make 
up one’s m ind to “ do as the Romans,’’ and 
dispense altogether with such unnecessary 
edlbles. 
The majority of Mexican kitchens are 
entirely destitute of all those commonest 
articles of furniture which we consider in ­ 
dispensable. 
For instance, in thousands of 
kitchens there is neither table, chair, cup­ 
board. wash-tub or bucket. 
Earthen pots 
serve for pails; the washing is always done 
o u t of doors in the nearest stream or tank ; 
a long adobe shelf built against the wall 
answers for table and cupboard ; and the 
3erving classes of Mexico are more accus­ 
tom ed to sitting upon the ground than in 
chairs. The kitchen has seldom any sort 
of floor but the original earth upon which 
th e house is builded—or, at most, only a 
coating of cement, much as cellars are 
treated in the North—but they are univer­ 
sally clean and orderly. 
It is not an appe­ 
tizing thought to consider that your tortillas 
are made and baked by a servant 


SQUATTED UPON T H E FLOOP.. 
W ith only a cloth between the paste and 
the ground—that all the dishes and cook­ 
ing utensils are probably kept piled up on 
th e floor in a corner when not tn use, aud 
that in preparing the meals a Mexican 
cook invariably uses the floor for all those 
purposes to which tables are devoted in 
o th er countries; but a little observation 
will convince you that you are in no d a n -, 
ger of getting your “ peck of dirt” sooner 
here than elsewhere, and that the Mexican 
servant is probably much neater than his 
average Irish or negro prototype. 
W hatever else American housekeepers 
m ay find worthy of im itation in Mexican 
m ethods, I am sure that 
DISH-WASHING, 
A s practiced here, will not be one of them . 
T he Mexican dish-washer, not being both­ 
ered by a table, generally seats herself se­ 
renely "upon the floor beside a paii of hot 
water". She has no 3oap. but a little amole 
root makes a strong smls, and in lieu of a 
cloth she uses a tiny brush broom. The 
only disagreeable suggestion about these 
dish-broom s is that they are precisely like 
those used to brush hair—from the “ head 
of the family” down to th at of the hum ­ 
blest crerado—and the fear will intrude that 
they may sometimes get “ m ixed." like 
B uttercup’s babies! 
Comparatively few 
combs are used in Mexico, but these little 
broom s (exactly like our whisk-bruskes) 
answ er equally well for a variety of pur­ 
poses. 
. 
T he dishes are not wiped, but are rinsed 
and turned up to dry—sometimes in a 
wooden bowi or on "the adobe shelf, but 
generally are ranged on end along the floor, 
leaning against the wall. Strange to say, 
th ey always come to the table clean and 
shining—tu t fancy tbeir condition if the 
average American servant was allowed to 
do likewise I 
The brass spoons and steel-biaded knives

In that “ they toil not. neither do they 
spin, but require an imm ense am ount of 
waiting upon. 
A 
Mexican gentleman 
would no more be seen carrying a bundle 
of the smallest size, than you and I would 
go about with a hod upon our shoulders ; 
and here young ladies are net instructed in 
household lore, as is the more sensible cus­ 
tom of the United States. The idea of one 
of these haughty but helpless Señoras do­ 
ing her own m arketing, or being able to as­ 
sist in the preparation of a meal, would be 
regarded with horror, as if she had actually 
stepped down from her high estate of gen­ 
teel idleness to the perm anent status of a 
servant. 
But servant-keeping here is a very difier­ 
en t thing than in the United Slates. In 
Mexico the peons aiid creados do not re­ 
quire the salary of a Congressman, nor de­ 
m and days out and company in, nor grow 
so obstreperous that the mistress of the 
manse is barely allowed to remain, provid­ 
ing she is sufficiently indulgent. 
Four or 
five dollars per m onth is considered a 
princely salary, and in tim e these servants 
grow rich upon it—.according to their ideas 
of affluence. They clothe themselves upon 
the gifts or cast-otf garm ents of their em ­ 
ployers, and having absolutely no expenses 
(except to the church), are able to lay by 
the greater part of tbeir income. As a class 
they are the most honest, obliging aud 
simple-hearted folk I ever m et in any por­ 
tion of the world—and the lower down in 
the social scale they are, the more pious 
and contented they seem. 


EACH WEARS A PRECIOUS CHARM. 
Cross or ntedal, which has been blessed by 
the priest, suspended around the neck by a 
string, and tells his beads devoutly many 
times a day. 
They are constant in tbeir 
attendance at church, crowding to matins 
long before daylight, and when annoyances 
arise or dangers threaten the words “ Valga 
me, D ios” (protect me, God, rise to their 
lips as naturally as sparks fly upward.

SleepleSBiie»». 
Sleeplessness, in probably nine cases out 
of ten, is caused by continual m ental strain 
or worry. The capillaries of the brain be­ 
come stretched and lose tbeir resiliency; 
they are unable therefore to em pty them ­ 
selves ot blood when the hour of rest comes 
round, end so wakefulness continues far 
into the night until the body is fairly worn 
out and sinks into the lethargy of exhaust­ 
ion. 
It will be well for people who suffer thus 
to at once take a holiday. 
You say you 
can n o t; that business will not perm it you. 
1 doubt this very much. 
W ould you really 
throw your life, or probably your reason, 
away for the sake of business. The ques­ 
tion is one you ought to try to answer. But 
it is m y privilege to tell you that, in the 
earlier stages of sleeplessness, a few weeks’ 
stay at a bracing seaside place often acts 
like magic, people return home restored to 
health and calm —return home to positively 
wonder that the cares and worries that so 
bothered them could have been such bogies. 
Above all other remedies for sleeplessness 
I place change of air and change of scene, 
in conjunction with plain nutritious diet 
and a more natural way of living. 
W hy can I not sleep? It m ay be that 
you really have—uknnow n to you—some 
functional derangement of the liver, the 
stom ach or the heart. This m ust be re­ 
moved, and sleep will return to your pillow 
and with it health. 
T hink and consider w hether of late you 
have given away to any table indiscretion 
that m ay have affected the liver, and 
rendered it either slusgish or too active. 
In these cases, the blood will in reality 
have become poisoned and contam inated 
w ith bile, the m ind becomes dull add 
probably gloomy all day. and over-active 
towards nightfall. The sure indication of 
treatm ent is to strictly regulate the diet for 
a few weeks, to take an occasional blue- 
pill at night, w ith a giass of Pullna water 
half an hour before breakfast, and to take 
a course of T urkish baths if perm itted by 
vour own medical adviser 
with a reason­ 
able am ount of exercise in the open air. 
Dyspepsia will produce sleeplessness, and 
may in ordinary cases be cured in the same 
wajr, though aperients should rather he 
avoided. 
Most careful regulation of diet is. 
however, a sine qua non. 
It is not a good plan to go to bed with an 
entirely em pty stomach. 
Again, if the 
body feels not, a cold bath followed by a 
bottle of soda water and fifteen grains of 
the bicarbonate of soda wiit have a good 
eftect. Sometimes a hot bath wiil do more 
good than a cold one ; the state of one’s 
own feeling is to be consulted, and the re­ 
sult made a m ental note of. 
Do you smoke m uch? If so. a return to 
health is not to be expected until the habit 
is overcome. 
Exercise in abundance taken during the 
day in the open air is in hundreds of cases 
a cure for sleeplessness ; but this exercise 
should not be of a too fatiguing kind, it 
should be spread over a great many hours, 
it should be pleasant, calming exercise, and 
not continued up to a late hour. Over-fa­ 
tigue m ust be carefully avoided. 
The practice of taking stim ulants to any 
extent is very apt to produce sleeplessness 
by keeping up an unnatural excitement of 
the brain. 
W ine negus has been recommended as a 
night-cap, and even stronger stimulants. 
They should only be prescribed by a medi­ 
cal man, for they are narcotics, and nar­ 
cotics in any form tend to make matters 
worse in the long run.—Cassell's Magazine. 


P re p a ra tio n of S ealskins. 
There is a popular notion that the seal­ 
skin as we see it at the furrier's is just as it 
is taken off the anim al. Nothing, how ­ 
ever, could be more contrary to fact. Few 
skins are less attractive that this at first, as 
the fur is completely covered and hidden 
by the dull gray-brown and grizzled over­ 
hair. This mask has then to be removed, 
and this is an operation requiring a very 
great am ount of patience and skill, with a 
consequent increase in price. 
The un- 
hairing is effected by w arm th and m oist­ 
ure, which softens tfie roots of the over­ 
hair and enables it to be pulled cut, or by 
shaving the inner side very thin, which 
cuts off the roots of the hair, which pene­ 
trate deeply, and leaves untouched those of 
the fur, which are very superficial. W hich­ 
ever method is employed, the hair must be 
taken oft uniformly or the fur wTili never lie 
smoothly, but will have a rum pled look, 
which can never be corrected by any subse­ 
quent treatm ent. 
This will exp’lain to 
some extent the cause of the high oriae 
of sealskin jackets and cloaks, and also the 
cause of the different prices one hears of, 
as a good m any skins are more or less 
spoiled in the dressing. A nother case, too, 
is the quality of the dye and the workman

In preparing it. only 
just enough cold water should be poured 
out to prevent the rice from burning at the 
bottom of the pot. which should have a 
close-fitting cover, and with a moderate fire 
thericeissteam ed ratherthan boiled u n tilit 
is nearly done: then the cover is taken off, 
the surplus steam and moisture allowed to 
escape, and the rice turns out a mass of 
snow-white kernels each separate from the j 
other, and as much superior to the usual j 
soggy mass as a fine mealy potato is su- . 
perior to the water-soaked article. 
Stewed Oyster Plant. — Scrape twelve 
stalks of oyster plant and put them in v in e -' 
gar and water, half of each, as soon as j 
scraped; cut them in four pieces length- j 
wise, and then in strips an inch long; wash 
them and boil them for one hour in water 
with a little salt. 
Boil a pint ot m ilk and 
add a teaspoonful of flour that has been ! 
smoothed with a littleeolil m ilk ; m ix with I 
the salsify, season w!;h salt and pepper and . 
serve hot. 
Muffins —Beat together two tablespoon- j 
fuls of butter, one tablespoonful of sugar ¡ 
and the yolks of two eggs. 
Mix with one : 
pound of flour that has been sifted with I 
two teaspoontuls of baking powder and one t 
teaspoonful of salt. Add the whites of the 
eggs, beaten to a froth, and a pint of scalded 
cream. Stir well together, tilt hot buttered 
muffin rings half full aud bake iu a quick 
oven.

There are seven separate and distinct 
ways in which the nuptial knot may be 
tied, the attending expense of the different 
modes varying front one dollar to one 
thousand dollars. 
The least expensive, 
and the one seldom adopted, except in 
cases of elopement, is that afforded by the 
Justice's office. 
There a couple can be 
firmly united in the space of a m inute for 
a small sum. 
It is customary for a groom 
to dress as he may please when the m ar­ 
riage is to be performed by a Jus-ice, and a 
dress-suit would be sadly out of place in 
the musty law-office. 
The one great ad­ 
vantage of the Justice shop marriage is its 
che ipness. 
As some people object to being married 
by a Justice of the Peace, preferring the 
sanction of the church in addition to that 
of the law, the young people ntav visit a 
parsonage instead of a Justice’s office with 
the same preparation. The ceremony may 
be fully as informal when performed at the 
m inister’s home, the only difference being 
that not less than $.'5, and, better still. $5 or 
$10, should be paid for the service, although

popular 
ceremony

class themselves as 
in “ society,” and also among m any who 
do, is a quiet home wedding, where the 
bride is attired in a suit of plain white or a 
traveling dress, and the groom in a plain 
black or brown business suit, where only a 
few friends and relatives are present. The 
affair is informal, perhaps a modest supper 
or lunch being served after the ceremony is 
performed, and the entire expense to the 
groom being covered by twenty dollars, or 
even less.

H ints am i P ra ctical R ecipes for th e Do­ 
m estic C ircle. 
Boston Baked Beans.—Take one quart of 
white pea beans, pick them over carefully, 
and soak them over night. 
In th em o rn in g 
put them on the hack of the stove in an 
iron kettle, and cover them with boiling 
water. After they have parboiled for half 
an hour, take up a spoonful and blow on 
them ; if the skin separates easily, they are 
done. 
Put them in a colander and pour a 
dipperful of cold water through them . 
Take a deep earthen bean-pot holding two 
q u a rts: put in some of the beans, then 
half a pound of salt pork—“ a streak of fat 
and streak of lean ” (the pork m ust be 
washed with warm water and gashed across 
the top)—then fill up with beans. Take 
one teaspoonful of salt, half a teaspoonful 
of m ustard, and two teaspoonfuls of m o­ 
lasses ; dissolve in hot water and pour over 
the beans: then fill the pot with hot water. 
They m ust bake six hours, and as m uch 
longer as you please. W henever the water 
cooks away, fill the pot again, until nearly 
done; then let the water cook away. 
Steaming Oatmeal.—For the benefit of 
those who are “ trying to like ’’ oatmeal 
when prepared the ordinary way, by stir­ 
ring it into paste, and not succeeding as 
well, perhaps, as they would like, I desire 
to give my method of preparing it. 
I use 
the oatmeal which is in the kernels—not 
the rolled variety ; and for our family of 
three grown people I take a teecupful and 
a half. 
I put that quantity in a basin in 
the evening, and add a pinch of salt and 
pour on jnst enough cold water to cover it. 
By m orning the oatmeal has absorbed the 
water entirely. 
I then put the basin in a 
steam er and cook for half an hour. I try 
it by thrusting in a spoon, and when the 
grains of oatmeal fall apart dry and nice, it 


W om en and T h eir F eet. 
“ W omen who pose as models have, as a 
rule, poorly-shaped feet,” said an artist to a 
reporter. “ If tbeir feet are not poorly 
shaped they are apt to be out of proportion 
by being too small.

appearance. A worse mistake was never 
made. 
W omen who are large should nat­ 
urally have feet in proportion. 
From an 
artistic point of view they look better. But 
you cannot make them think so. 
' “A crusade ought to be waged against 
wearing tight shoes. The tight shoe, in 
the first place, cramps the toe? together, 
until they lose shape and become frescoed 
with corns. The foot doesn’t get the free 
circulation of blood in it that it should 
have and falls behind in growth. The big 
toe usually bears the brunt of the sin for 
tight shoes, and manages to have a large 
lum p gather just where it joins the body of 
the foot. The Americans are more prone 
to wear tight shoes than the English wo­ 
men. 
The French, outside of Paris, are 
not devoted io the semi-barbarous habit 
either, and some of our finest models come 
from the 
provinces 
of 
France. 
The 
nobility are “supposed to have sm all feet 
and h.inds, b at that is an erroneous im ­ 
pression, as manv noble families I could 
mention in England are noted for their 
large feet. All American girls feel their 
nobility, and hence the" wish to have small 
feet.

ON CHRISTMAS EVE. 


T he little village o f San Martino lay far 
from any large town, out o f the way of 
railroads, unvisited by strangers, and in its 
sim ple poverty untroubled generally by 
the burning political questions which have 
during the long national struggle convulsed 
poor Italy. 


N ow and then there was grievous tribu­ 
lation, w hen the young m en were drawn 
by the conscription, and carried off for 
m any years, or perhaps forever, into the 
unknow n world that lay beyond the chest­ 
nut-clad h ills o f San Martino. N ow and then 
o u eo f them would com e back fora w hile ou

other States and territories east and south, 
being driven to a uniform through rate, 
will be compelled to make it more nearly 
sufficient to pay the cost of operating the 
roads. 
But if the low through rate should 
be continued, then there m ust be sufficient 
income secured from local rates. 
But to 
raise them will be to cripple local pro­ 
ductive and other interests, and to invite 
the regulative activity of the State. 
But 
again, to much raise the through rates will 
be simply to transfer the transportation of 
goods from the A tlantic to California to 
the ocean lines, and, as we remarked yes­ 
terday, these would always be m aintained 
at a figure ju st below the rate possible to 
the rail lines. 
In this dilemma, Colonel Crocker is pos­ 
itive th at rail lines would abandon through 
business as compensatory, and sustain the 
roads upon local rates, which yield 75 per 
rent, of the receipts. 
The State, unable 
to control through rates, would be com­ 
pelled to accord th e roads local rates that 
would insure their operation, and thus 
California would be cut off practically from 
the 
benefit through rates bt* rail now 
give her, and her trade centers cease to 
be distributing points, and, as one of the 
railroad managers em phatically puts it, 


“ trade would be al>solutely paralyzed,” 


W e reproduce from a San Francisco 
contemporary, this morning, an account 
of conversations w ith railroad managers 
in San Francisco, concerning the effect of 
th e interstate commerce 
bill upon the 
trade of San Francisco, should it become 
a law. 
As the subject is one of such vital 
im portance to the commerce of the coast, 
and affects all trade and industrial inter 
ests, and relatively the prosperity of all in 
th e State, the views of these gentlemen, 
who, it must be conceded, are thoroughly 
intelligent upon the m atter, the report 
will be read with profound interest. 
Colonel Crocker, for instance, points out 
th e fact— which has been so often debated 
before the people— th at to deny the right 
to charge more for a short haul than for a 
longer one, is to fly in the face of unchange­ 
able economic commercial laws. 
Thus, 
it is shown th at such a rule as the bill 
proposes would discrim inate unjustly in 
favor of all points east and south of Cali­ 
fornia’s commercial metropolis, since it 
has no western relations by rail. 
I t will 
give, as was yesterday pointed out in these 
columns, places on transcontinental roads 
east of us an advantage in tim e and rates 
th at would seriously im pair the more west­ 
ern trade centers. 
N ot long since San Francisco m erchants 
protested against the transportation equal­ 
ity with them of the tradesm en of Sacra­ 
mento, and which the latter secure because 
here ship and rail transportation meet 
T h at protest was shown to be one without 
justice, vet the interstate commerce bill 
proposes to destroy the competitive rela­ 
tion of Sacramento in all cases of through 
hauls. 
I t is cited by the railway m an­ 
agers th a t the new Constitution of this ( 
State, being tinged with “ Reaganism,” 
prohibits any discrim ination, such as com­ 
merce justifies, in favor of any place. 
It 
compelled the railroad carriers, therefore, 
to abandon the low rate from San F ran­ 


cisco to Los Angeles th at theretofore pre­ 
vailed by reason of ocean competition, and 
to adopt the same rate th at applied to 


other places. 
This was a necessity, be­ 
cause to m aintain the low rate to that 
place would have required all other rates in 
th at direction to have been lowered to its 
level. 
As 
a 
result, 
the 
steamboat 
freight rates went up correspondingly, and 
th e new or high rate has thus been forced 
upon the people ever since, and no one has 
benefited by it. 
So this arbitrary law in­ 
juriously diverts the flow of trade directed 
by natural advantages, and confers no cor­ 
responding good.’ 
A t one tim e in the history of railway- 
legislative agitation in this State, a bill 
th a t measured all rates by the geographical 
distance of a certain town from tide-water, 
■was objected to as an attem pt to confer by 
statute advantages the Creator had denied 
the locality. 
To which an advocate of the 
measure responded: 
“ Precisely; we pro­ 
pose by law to give the place advantages 
nature has neglected to confer upon it.” In 
brief, the effect of the interstate commerce 
bill would represent just such superhum an 
and impossible attempts. 
In the interview, which is elsewhere 
printed, it is shown th at the trade of Reno, 
in Nevada, is tributary to California com­ 
m ercial centers, or competitive points_ 
because they are the nearest places to it 
w hich can avail of th e low through rates 
from the A tlantic side. 
Under the new 
bill, which it is feared will be passed by 
Congress, Reno will receive Eastern ship­ 
ments at a rate as low as San Francisco, 
though she has not th e competition of 
ocean lines th at create th at rate. 
As a 
result Reno will buy eastward of her, and 
California will lose her trade. 
The appa­ 
ren t benefit to Reno, however, is dissipated 
by 
another 
condition 
th at 
would be 
created—the increase of the through rate 
to th at station ; and this would be a neces­ 
sity because th e roads would lose the local 
traffic between California and Reno, and 
be driven for support to dependence upon 
increased through transportation rates,and 
to increased local rates also. 
The same 
would be true of every other point outside 
of California, westward from her commer­ 
cial depots. 
The ill would extend even 
further, for every railroad town east of an­ 
other would cease trade relations with its 
westward neighbors, and so the so-called 
“ independent” condition would operate 
along the whole line eastward. 
I t comes to this, th e n : If th e interstate 
commerce bill becomes a law, lines oper­ 
ating from California into or through

adoration. 
The world grows better be­ 
cause its tolerance grows broader as each 
Christmas tide visits us. 
The broader the 
acceptance of the C hristianity of love and 
good-will and kindliness and charity and 
hum an sym pathy by the world of civilized 
men, the further removed it is from the 
conflicts and strifes born of creeds and 
sects, and the greater the liberty of con­ 
science 
men accord to worshipers by­ 
creed and doctrine. 
And so, we repeat, 
Christmas observance is one of the m ight­ 
iest barriers tolerance upraises between sects 
and creeds, and th at makes men intolerant 
of religious conflicts. 
But we are told th at 
the non-religious Christmas is one mainly 
of the stomach, a holiday given over to 
feasting and mere exchange of social fa­ 
vors and the fleeting tokens of affection, 
and has no relation to the spiritual senti 
m ent th at gives birth to the day as a 
Christian festival.

CALIFORNIA WINES AT THE EAST. 


The New Y ork Times declares th at if 
the producer of wine in California is alive 
to his own best interest he will strive to 
perfect some plan by which he can p ut his 
goods into the New Y ork m arket under 
conditions th at will convince the con­ 
sumer th at he enjoys all the advantages 
w hich he would have if he should buy at 
the vineyards. 
T he charge of the Times 
is, iu the first place, th at the wine-makers 
are at the mercy 'of the wine merchants, 
who unite in fixing the price for the pro­ 
ducer. 
It asks the wine-makers generally 
to do as some vinevardists have and estab­ 
lish agencies at the East, and thus insure 
to themselves the profit of the m iddle­ 
man. 
Under such a system it thinks the 
consumer at the East could be assured of 
the purity of the product. 
Most efforts to 
exclude the middlemen fail. As a rule, 
the interm ediary m erchant is a necessity 
to the producer, and it would seem that 
he must be for all unable to m aintain 
Eastern agencies. 
Even if the vineyardist 
ships to Eastern agents, to act simply as 
his 
employes, 
he cannot assure him ­ 
self 
of 
equality 
on 
th e 
m arket 
w ith other wines dealt in by the agency. 
But we have less to do with this than with 
the statem ent th at there is distrust at the 
East th at the wines are not pure. 
The 
wines of France sold at the East are noto­ 
riously adulterated, and the demand is 
th a t pure California wines be substituted 
for them . 
But California wines are coun­ 
terfeited at the East, and recently 5,000 


gallons of counterfeit California product 
were condemned by th e H ealth Board of 
New York. 
So, then, if any means can be 
h it upon to assure the Eastern public of 
the genuineness of the wine sold as Cali­ 
fornia product, there will be a vastly in­ 
creas'd demand for it. 
The Times sug­ 
gests no other than Eastern agencies and 
the abandonment by vineyardists ol" the 
wine m erchant middleman. 
T his will do 
for all heavy producers, but some plan will 
certainly be devised by which both large 
and -m all vineyardists in t alifornia will 
be able to place their products upon the 
Eastern m arket w ith th e assurance to the 
consumer th at the wine is pure. 
W here 
such a need exists as the Timet asserts, the 
remedy will not belong in developing.

cratic progress—and on the m ilitary econ­ 
omy of the Cabinet. 
U nable to indorse 
their views, he was unwilling to bear any 
part of the consequences he believes will 
follow th eir unwisdom. But his re-ignation 
makes probable the dissolution of the 
Cabinet, and possibly the setting up of a 
new party with C hurchill and Chamber­ 
lain at it- bead. 
If so, it will occupy a 
m iddle ground between the Radicals and 
Conservatives and draw strength from 
both. 
Such political changes, proceeding 
not frcm a test of strength in Parliam ent, 
but from discord w ithin the Cabinet of the 
nation, may very well -uartle the people. 
However, it is not likely that it means any 
such agitation as a politi- al collapse would 
signify in France or in any other nation of 
Europe. 
Tite English have a happy 
faculty of very quietly " getting over " 
political revolutions and of not perm itting 
society or business to bo much tangled 
w ith the ambition of th eir politicians. 
Gne notable effect of C hurchill’s resigna­ 
tion will be to withdraw much sympathy 
from Salisbury’s coercive policy for Ire ­ 
land* and to strengthen the follower- of 
Gladstone, whose prevision forecast the 
time when England m u-t yield something 


lapsed. 
The companies which the strikers 
boycotted have in turn locked out the late 
employes, substituting for them other com­ 
petent men, and decline to reinstate those 
who voluntarily threw up th eir engage­ 
ments. 
To do so now, it would be neces­ 
sary to sacrifice the courageous men who 
took the vacant places and endured the 
taunts and insult and batteries of the 
strikers. 
The result of the whole m atter 
has been to teach the hoyeotters once more 
th at in a free Government no one may ex­ 
act of another th at which he is himself 
unwilling to en d u re; that the rig h t to 
manage one’s business—under the law—as 
he choose-, is an inalienable right, neither 
to be assailed with safety, nor to be sur­ 
rendered at the demand of any man.

hor taken from him by violence. 
B ut we 
may decline to exercise it.

The rig h t of the people ts to 
suppress violence, either in the capacity as 
an organized government, or, th at failing, 
hy resisting and suppressing violence by 
sovereign force. 
B ut the possible revolu­ 
tion is to be wholly discouraged ; it cannot 
meet the approval of men, scarcely, indeed, 
in case- of dire necessity. 
But, as the pos­ 
session of property is an essential condition 
of hum an well-being, the respect due to 
the right to possess it m ust be paid : if riot 
voluntarily then the people will exact it 
by force. 
All history proves th at such re­ 
sort is the ultim ate of lawlessness. 
I t is 
the inevitable when the conditions are 
such th at the law cannot through usual 
channels be enforced. 
So far from being 
alarmists, we have unbounded faith ia the 
loyalty of the people to the laws, but -till 
we cannot be blind to the fact of unrest 
among the law-abiding people, nor what 
th at 
has 
always 
-ignified. 
L et 
us 
hope that the carnival of crime, the rule 
of the vicious, the dom ination of the 
brutal, will cease in San Francisco short of 
m anifestations on the part of the people 
that, however virtuous the end to be at­ 
tained, involve the emplovment of unlaw­ 
ful means. 


G e r m a n y , despite the opposition in the 
Reichstag, is arming and calling in her 
reserves w ith the fear plainly m anilest 
th a t she may soon be called to war. 
Nor 
is it unlikely th at this is Bismarck’s de­ 
sire. 
Russia is m aking ready for possible 
conflict; France has been fully armed for 
the last five months, and is to-day as well 
equipped as ever in hdr history, if not 
better. 
A ustria has made no concealment 
of her warlike preparations, and the H un­ 
garians 
have 
openly announced their 
readiness to oppose any further Russian 
dictation 
concerning 
the 
m apping of 
Europe. 
I t will only need Greece to r«- 
new her demand for M acedonia and th t 
stolen provinces to “set the tow u-firt” -.ud 
put all Europe into the field of war 
W hen either of the great powers is ready 
for the H ellenic s u te to do this there will 
be no delay on her part. 
This is as the 
situation now appears at this distance. 
Equally 
as 
threatening 
war 
clouds 
have passed over, and so it may be in this 
case; but the portents now all point to a 
probable storm of battle in Europe. 


I t looks very much as if the car strike 
in Sac Francisco had ingloriously col- 


S f.n a t o r S t a n f o r d ’s thought, which 
be proposes to reflect in a bill, is th at im 
m igration is a m atter of too great ease, and 
th at naturalization comes on too soon after 
the arrival of the alien in this country.

the red-hand class of Communists.

—T h e C h ild r e n ’s H o lid a y . 
“ 1neard the bells on Christmas day, 
Their old. familiar carols play,

About 7 o'clock yesterday morning Act­ 
ing Chief of I’olice Barren received a tele­ 
phonic message from Christianson’s mar­ 
ket, stating that some men had been 
stealing turkeys in the country, and bad 
brcught them to the city for sale. Officer 
Sullivan was detailed to look into the mat­ 
ter, and found that a man driving a doable 
team attached to a covered wagon—tbe 
horses presented a dilapidated appearance, 
one of them, considerably larger than the 
other, being extra dilapidated—had ap­ 
peared at the store about an hour previously 
and offered for sale thirty or more turkevs, 
which the wagon contained. Shortly nfler 
he put in an appearance, W. L. Johnston, 
who lives on the Marysville road, between 
the city and Pleasant Grove, arrived, 
and took occasion to inquire of the turkey 
man whether he was the owner of the 
fowls. The man replied that he was, but 
not long afterwards, aud before the police 
were communicated with, he slipped away, 
confirming the belief of Mr. Johnston that 
he was a thief. It appears that during the 
previous night Johnston and one of his 
neighbors. Mr. Counsman, heard a great 
disturbance at their turkey roosts, and sub­ 
sequently the noise of a wagon moving 
away. Wnen they got up in the morning, 
they found that a number of their fowls 
had disappeared, aijd Johnston immedi­ 
ately started for the city, rightly conjectur­ 
ing that tbe thief or thieves would bring 
their booty here for sale.

•Alfalfa W ill Do It. 
Las. spring the Heilbron Bros., of this 
city, sent a carload of calves from Sacra­ 
mento to their Wild Flower ranch in Fresno 
county. The stock was of the best blood 
and were put in an alfalfa field. They were 
kept there on this green feed through the 
spring, summer and winter. 
One day last 
week 20 head of the yearlings were placed 
in a car, and returned to this city, where 
they were slaughtered for Christmas meats. 
The lightest one weighed 500 pounds, while 
several of the larger ones tipped the beam 
a: over 700 
They were displayed yester­ 
day. and still are to be seen, at Heilbron’s 
market, J, Front and Second, and Mohr <fc 
Yoerk’s, J, Tenth and Eleventh. The meat 
is said by these market men to be finer 
than anything that has been seen in this 
city for the past ten years, and proves con­ 
clusively what can be done on the sandy 
wastes of Fresno with industry, water and 
alfalfa seed. Seven years ago the land in 
question could not be given away. It was 
a level sandy plain, that shifted with tbe 
wind, aud no sign of vegetation was to be 
1 seen anywhere, except a species of sage 
’ brash and a few specimens of the cactus 
family. To-day it is fenced, and the fields 
of grain, meadows oí alfalfa, and extensive 
vineyards, are the pride of many an honest 
farmer. When August Heilbron first ob 
tained possession of a section of this land 
he offered to give a quarter of it to a friend. 
After viewing the uninviting tract, the lat 
ter refused the proffered -gift. 
He wanted 
no desert in his.” This land is nearly a 1 
in alfalfa, and supports hundreds of cattle 
and sheep, which requires no care what­ 
ever. They have an unlimited supply at 
all seasons of green and nutritious feed, 
and go to the market in a far superior con­ 
dition to those that are stall and corn fed 
for that purpose. The lambs shipped from 
that place last week are as large as full 
grown sl*ep. fat as butter, and of course 
when age is taken into consideration, of su­ 
perior quality. This goes to prove what 
can be done :u every part of this great val­ 
ley of California, in the live stock business, 
by industrious farmers.

One of the conditions upon which á 
woman enters the harem is that she give 
up all family ties and connections with the 
outside world. While polygamy is permit­ 
ted in Turkey, not more than ? per cent, of 
liis Majesty’s Moslem subjects have harems. 
Genera! Wallace depicted in a humorous 
vein the curiosity of American women to 
visit the harems. They always have a 
great desire to see the poor creatures at 
home, and devise some means to raise them 
from their degraded condition. 
After a 
visit many of these ladies change their 
minds about the fearful fate of the Turkish 
women. The Turkish ladies assemble in a 
common reception-room richly furnished. 
They are attended by a throng of slaves, 
white and black, who do their every bid­ 
ding. The mistresses ol these harems wear 
costumes which the speaker, after apolo­ 
gizing for his deficiency on the subject of 
feminine apparel, undertook to describe. 
Their clothing is of the richest material. 
Of the general intelligence of these women 
their American sisters who have seen them 
do not speak in flattering terms. The con­ 
versation between the Turkish women and 
their visitors nearly always runs about this 
way : 
“ Where are you from?” inquired the 
iuxurious wives of the Mohammedans. 
“ From America.” 
. 
" Where is America?" 
" It's over the ocean.” 
“ Do you ever go out there without wear­ 
ing veils? Aren’t you ashamed before the 


EXFLORERS ASTONISHED. 


R e m a rk a b le D iscoveries T bat Som e of 
T hem H ave R ecently M ode. 
It happens now and then that an ex 
plorer makes a sensational and wholly un­ 
expected discovery. Several unique facts 
with regard to certain tribes of savages 
have recently been ascertained. W. Mon­ 
tagu Kerr, for instance, has found among 
the Makorikori tribe, in Africa, whom he 
is the first to describe, gunpowder which 
they make themselves for use in the flint­ 
lock muskets which they obtain from na­ 
tive traders. 
The tribe lives far from the east coast 
and quite a distance south of the Zambesi 
river. Their gurtpowder burns slowly and 
its explosive force is far inferior to tliat of 
ours, but it answers their purpose very 
well. They mix tl-.c efflorescence of salt­ 
peter with charcoal, which they make from 
the bark of the mufati tree. This mixture 
is baked in an earthen pot forseverai hours, 
and then it is pulverized and spread in the 
sunlight, where it is left for the time. It is 
not at ail likely that the Makorikoris, like 
the Chinese, discovered the art of making 
gunpowder. Their fathers doubtless learned 
it from the Portuguese or from slaves who 
had lived among white men on the coast. 
We hear strange tilings once in a while of 
African tribes, but it was hardly to be ex­ 
pected that a 
wholly unknown tribe, 
hemmed in by the moumains of Africa, 
would be found engaged in manufacturing 
gunpowder. 
A few years ago Lieutenant Wiasman 
came home and told a remarkable story 
about tribes he had met with south of the 
Congo river, who were far more civilized 
than most African people. His report is 
now fully confirmed by the travels' in the 
same region of Lieutenants Kend and 
Tappenbeck. 
They found last year, be­ 
tween the Congo and the Saukurn rivers, 
many street villages with large gabled- 
roofed huts standing squarely on either 
side of the street, inhabited by brownish- 
red, fine-looking people. 
These villagers 
have advanced notions of comfort. They 
sleep on wooden bedsteads instead of on 
the floor. Their homes are the largest yet 
found in Africa, and are kept clean. Their 
streets are about fifty yards wide, some­ 
times two or three miles long, and are 
carefully swept. 
Refuse of all sorts is 
taken away and thrown into pits dug for 
the purpose. They are clever hunters, and 
train their dogs to follow game. 
They 
carve pestles out of ivory tor pounding 
manioc, and they have astonishing skill as 
wood carvers. 
Lieutenant Kend brought 
home two wooden cups representing negro 
heads, which might readily be taken for 
European products, owing to their superior 
workmanship. Behind the houses of this 
populous Zenge tribe are neatlv-kept 
gardens and plantations of bananas." 
When Lieutenant Holm visited an iso­ 
lated settlement of East Greenlanders two 


“ We don’t pay any attention to the 
men.”

M usical T ones, Once H eard N ever For­ 
gotten. 
We have, however, some masterpieces 
upon which we may, nevertheless, plume 
ourselves. Those who have heard Great 
Peter of York announce that midnight has 
come, are not likely to forget the deep and 
thrilling resonance that fills the air and 
booms over the silent city. This bell weighs 
twelve tons and a half and cost i ” 000. It 
was second to none in this Kingdom till 
Big Ben was set up at Westminster to stand 
sentinel-like over the mighty Thames. 
Great Tom O'Lincoln is another bell of 
great reputation. It was recast in 1S35, 
and on 
its 
return 
from Whitechapel 
foundry it was welcomed home by a pro­ 
cession of clergy, gentry and citizens, with 
banners flying and bands playing, at the 
south entrance to the city. It is six feet 
high and nearly seven feet in diameter, and 
weighs five tons and eight cwt. Its tone is 
also of an extraordinary fullness, richness 
and sweetness, especially when heard in 
the dead of the night. And in the north 
transept of Wells C'athedral there is a clock 
in which there is sufficient eccentric mech­ 
anism to enable a small figure of a man to 
step forward periodically and proclaim the 
time. 
It must be allowed that church clocks in 
country towns are very considerable addi­ 
tions to the general convenience of the in­ 
habitants. 
Some of them set up in the 
seventeenth century are furnished with 
curious devices, which have gradually got 
out of order, as in the case of iho Church of 
St. Martin le Grand, York, which liad the 
figure of a naval officer on the top of it in 
the act of taking a solar observation, who 
used to move and follow the course of the 
sun. Most of them are attached to the 
bells and chime the hours. 
Stamford, 
which we may almost look upon as a leg­ 
acy from Queen Elizabeth's Lord Burleigh, 
is rich in the matter of church clocks, and 
over ail the Elizabethan houses, with their 
bay windows and dormers, and sunny gar­ 
dens full of pear trees and bees, and over 
the wide river and low-lying meadows by 
the side of it, passes a wave of silvery sound 
every quarter of an hour that is delightful 
to hear. On Uffington Church, in the same 
neighborhood, the clock face has the sem­ 
I blance of a hatchment. This church has a 
somewhat remarkable appearance other­ 
wise, also on account of its long lengths of 
embattled parapets and low roofs. The 
tower is capped with a very crockcted octa­ 
gonal spire, with flying buttresses, and on 
the string course of the third stage is fixed 
the dial in question. 
Further north, about seven miles out of 
Newcastle, is the pleasant village of Ponte- 
land. 
Situated beyond the influence of 
the smoke of the numerous works along 
the Tyne, it is very green and leafy. The 
chief hostelry is an addition to an old forti­ 
fied tower, with archways, mullioned-win- 
dows and turrets, and is a fair specimen of 
ancient border architecture. The vicarage 
house 
stands in well-wooded grounds, 
where there are the remains of another 
pole tower. The church is on a large scale, 
and has a towc-r, like many others in this 
contested part of the country, that could 
aftord protection to many refugees when 
occasion required it to do so. Within this 
valiant old tower is a clock, and on the face 
of a large dial six feet across, it show3 the 
time of day, like an admonition to all who 
care to look up to it. The greater number 
of small churches iu rural districts, how­ 
ever, have to content themselves with 
mural sun-dials. 
These are 
generally 
placed on the porch, and are often en­ 
riched with a motto setting forth the lleet- 
ness of time. In old times, it may be

PUNISHING SCOLDS. 


H ow

It does not appear that the “ brank' 
■gossip’s bridle' was ever used as a pun­ 
ishment in America, but ill-tempered wo­ 
men were tried atul convicted as common 


or 


tne natural food of the seal—fish. 
They 
can have no resting place, or it would be 1 
known. 
They must therefore spend all ; 
their time afloat, seeing that they sleep at 
sea just as comfortably as. or perhaps more 
so, than on land. They lie on their backs, 
fold the fore flipper, across the breast, turn 
the hind ones up and over, so that the tips 
rest on their necks and chins, thus expos­ 
ing only the nose and the heels of the hind 
flippers above water, nothing else being 
seen. 
Here is no poetical fancy, but a 
prosaic fact, “rocked in the cradle of the 
deep.” 
One cannot but think of the enormous 
quantity of fish they must get through. 
The common seal, such as we see in our 
aquaria, has evidently a most voracious 
appetite, and never seems able to get as 
much 
as 
he can do with. 
Consider 
then the weight that must be consumed in 
the year by the tur seal, several limes its 
size, roaming about under thoroughly nat­ 
ural conditions in its natural element, in­ 
stead of being cooped up within the four 
walls of a tank. 
As a matter of fact, the hosts of the fur 
seal produce -a notable scarcity of Jish 
around the Pribylovs. It is perfectly hope­ 
less to throw a line over the gunwale of a 
boat. You must go out at lea3t seven or 
eight miles, and then you can get nothing 
but very large halibut. Practically, the sea 
for a hundred mile- round is cleared of 
fish. It is computed that forty pounds per 
day is rather a starvation allowance for an 
adult male, twelve pounds to a female, and 
not much, if any, less for the fast-growing 
pups. Allow an average of ten pounds per 
individual per day, and calculate what four 
or five millions would consume every year 
—only seven million tons or so. Why, all 
the fishing of the world is but a drop in the 
backet compared with this. We must re­ 
member, too, that the seal is only one of 
the creatures which prey on fish. I can 
well believe what is asserted by many well- 
informed people, tbat the supply of sea-fish 
is inexhaustible by any means known to 
m an.—All the Year Round. 


English D ecorative N eedle W ork. 
In all times decorative needle work 
stems to have been highly esteemed as an 
employment for women of the upper 
classes”. In very early days knightly fam­ 
ilies sent their daughters to the castle of 
their suzerain lords to learn to weave, spin 
and embroider; and we find records that 
teachers of embroidery took very high 
salaries. During the times of the Wars of 
the Roses ladies of high degree, reduced 
through the fortunes of war, earned their 
living by executing and teaching embroid­ 
ery. Men, however, seem to have been as 
skillful with the needle as women in 
mediaeval times, and there are records of 
embroideries executed by monks as well 
as by nuns, while we know that the won­ 
derful embroideries preserved in San Gio­ 
vanni, in Florence, were the work of a 
man. At the court of Isabel la Católica 
regular trials of needle work were held, 
and Catherine of Aragon brought with her 
from her mother's court all the skill in 
needle work for which she was famous 
there ; and in the long years ot her trouble 
and desertion she taught embroidery and 
lace-making, both to women and the poor 
around her. The Spanish stitch, intro­ 
duced by her into needle work, seems to 
have been that kind of “ laid ” work for 
which Spain has always been famous, fre­ 
quently done in black silk upon a white 
ground, with gold introduced. It is w ry 
possible that she also taugbt the stuffed 
gold work known as basket stitch, which 
also seems to have been largely practised 
in Spain, and is, in fact, still executed in 
that country. Fresh varieties were intro­ 
duced again by the unfortunate Marv 
Queen of Scots, learned in France and 
practiced in the time of her imprisonment. 
Probably by her was begun that curious 


split stick of green wood, and sometimes 
by other singular and uncomfortable ap­ 
pliances. In ltUi Mary, wife of Thomas 
Oliver, was 
sentenced to be publicly 
whipped for reproaching the magistrates, 
and two years later for slandering the eld­ 
ers ; she had a cleft stick put on her tongue 
for half an hour. In 1672 the General Court 
of Massachusetts ordered that scolds and 
railers should be gagged or set in a ducking 
stool and dipped over head and ears three 
times. 
John Dutton, the London bookseller, 
who visited Boston in 1638, wrote home to 
his friends: “ Scolds they gag and set them 
at their own Doors for certain hours to­ 
gether for all comers and goers to gaze at. 
Were this the Law in England, and were 
it executed, it would in a little Time prove 
an Effectual Remedy to cure the Noise that 
s in many Women's heads.” 
A good deal later than that the people of 
Georgia appear to have given heroic treat­ 
ment to ladies who talked too much, for 
the account says tbat in the year 1811, in 
the Superior Court at, Milledgeville. one 
Mrs. Palmer, who "seems to have been 
rather glib of tongue, was indicted, tried, 
convicted, and. in pursuance of the sent­ 
ence ot the Court, punished by being pub­ 
licly ducked in the Oconee river for scold­ 
ing?' 
, 
Thomas Hartley, writing Irora Virginia 
to Governor Endicott of Massachusetts, in 
1634, gives tin account of the punishing of 
a woman “ who. by the violence of her 
tongue, had made her house and neighbor­ 
hood uncomfortable.” He says she was 
ducked five times before she repented, but 
that ' then she cried piteously, ' Let me go! 
let me gol By God's help I will sin no 
more.’ Then they drew back ye machine,” 
Mr. Hartley goes on to say, “ untied ye 
ropes and let her walk home in her wetied 
clothes, a hopefully penitent woman.” 
Bishop Meade, in his “ Old Churches of 
Virginia,” says there was a law of that 
commonwealth against scolds, and gives an 
instance of a woman who was ordered to 
be ducked three times from a vessel in the 
James river. 
In 1819 there was another prosecution of 
a shrew in Georgia, on which occasion the 
Augusta Chronicle remarked as follows: 
“ The Grand Jury of Burke having pre­ 
sented Mary Cammel as a common scold 
and disturber of the peace of the inhabi­ 
tants of that county. * 
' 
• The late 
lamented and distinguished Judge Early 
decided some years since, when a modern 
Xantippe was brought before him, tbat she 
should undergo the punishment by lustra­ 
tion—by immersion three several times in 
the Oconee. Accordingly she was confined 
in the tail of a cart, and, accompanied by 
the hooting of the mob, conducted to the 
river, where she was publicly ducked, in 
conformity with the sentence of the Court. 
Should this punishment be awarded Mary 
Cammell, we hope, however, it may be at­ 
tended with a more salutary effect than in 
the case we have just alluded to, the un­ 
ruly subject of which, each time as she 
arose from the watery element, impiously 
exclaimed, with a ludicrous gravity of 
couRtenance, ‘ Glory be to God !’ ”

to its utmost by the melody, it is a Ger­ 
man pigeon and fond of Wagner’s music. 
“Lohengrin” causes the feathers to flutter 
upon the bird as if it had a bucking ague 
of delight. “Tannhanser” Í3 the next fa­ 
vorite. Whenever a tune is played that it 
does not like it simply lies down and plays 
dead. Many of the comic opera airs have 
a mortuary effect upon his hirdship. The 
cry of the sword maidens in ''Valkyr” 
gives the pigeon infinite delight, making it 
turn somersaults of joy. 
After Wagner it 
prefers Gounod. Tne soldiers’ song in 
"Faust” is its favorite air. Strange to say, 
Verdi's music does not have much effect 
upon the pigeon. Rossini's “Semiramide" 
j has some, but none can compare with 
I Wagner's music. 
The fair owner often 
sings, and the bird seems to enjoy it, but 
not as much as instmmental music. 
The 
pigeon is a very esthetic bird, and has 
never been trained either as an amateur or 
professional performer.—.Y. Y. Mai! and 
Krprcss. 


R esolution in E ducation. 
It is a striking fact, the turning of so 
many first-rate minds to the subject of edu­ 
cation ; and a great revolution iu scholastic 
affairs, however gradual, will certainly re­ 
sult from it. No subject ought to be so 
universally interesting. 
If none seem so 
tedious to us, it may be because our own 
education was bad; or that we have re­ 
flected sc little about it that new sugges­ 
tions find in our minds no soil to strike 
root in ; or thar tire complexity and prac­ 
tical difficulties of it paralyze our faculties; 
in any case, the more reason for spurring 
ourselves to the study. There is no subject 
more beset with popular errors, none in 
which science is more useful, explanatory 
and suggestive. Not only every profes­ 
sional educator, hut 
every father and 
mother (amateur educators) ought to have 
some acquaintance with psychology. How­ 
ever absurd this seems. I defend it on the 
ground that nothing else enables one to in­ 
terpret the faint ant! fragmentary recollec­ 
tions of having been one’s self a child,

sponge dipped in black walnut bark boiled 
in hot water with a little alum, or apply 
simple walnut juice. The eyebrow may be 
given a slight arch and the tine line so 
much sought by simply pinching the hairs 
together between the fingers several times 
a day. 
But it is through the complexion that 
you have the greatest scope for beautify­ 
ing. If every pore of your skin is stuffed 
full of " lily white ” you must expect those 
dreadful pimples and horrid black specks. 
The girl with the ugly skin must take a 
two or three mile walk every day; must 
wear shoes big enough for perfect comfort, 
and, if the skin be thick and oily, must 
eschew fats and pastry. In the spring it 
would be well to try the sulphur remedy, 
and at the same time you may rub sulphur 
in a little glycerine on the face at night, 
washing it off in warm water and a few 
drops oí ammonia in the morning. A 
little camphor in the water will remove 
all shine. And remember, girls, all face 
powders are snares and delusions.—Detroit 
Free Prest.

T h e C h a n g in g 
Cir c u l a t io n .—Starting 
with the idea that the hand varies consid­ 
erably in size with the quantity of blood 
in it at any moment, Professor Mosso, the 
Italian physiologist, has made some most 
interesting investigations. In his first ex­ 
periments the hand was placed in a closed 
vessel of water, when the change in the 
circulation produced by the slightest ac­ 
tion of body or brain, the smallest thought 
or movement, was shown by a rise or fail 
in the liquid in the narrow neck of the 
vessel. With a large balance on which the 
horizontal hum an body may be poised, he 
has found that one's thought may be 
literally weighed, and that even dreams, 
or tne effect of a slight sound during 
slumber, turn the blood to the braiu 
sufficiently to canse the balance to fall at 
the head.' When the brain of the person 
balanced is being relaxed from thought, 
the flow is toward the feet, with a corre­ 
sponding oscillation. The investigator has 
continued his studies of the ciicnlation 
until it seems that he may almost read 
one’s thoughts and sensations. A single 
pulse-beat shows him whether a person is 
fasting or n o t; two beats serve to deter­ 
mine whether the subject is a thinking or 
a heedless one, whether asleep or awake, 
cold or warm, agitated or calm. The chang­ 
ing pulse eVen told him when a professional 
friend was reading Italian and when Greek, 
the greater effort for the latter haviDg due 
effect on the blood flow.
